WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Sena- 
tor progressive Republican

In one case the gossip 
is so direct as to indicate that the 
proposed offer of one company is 
atready drawn in the form of a 
eontract, and has been shown 
around the Capitol] in advance of 
the legislation we are asked to 
pass,

For All, Not for One. 

“Tl fought the offer of Mr. Henry 
Ford for Muscle Shoals because it 
is wrong for any one great manu- 
facturer to grab Muscle Shoals, The 
power at Muscle Shoals ghould be 
distributed to the people. I believe 
it should be done by the Governa- 
ment, but in any case it should ¢6 
to all the people and not be 
grabbed by one. manufacturer or 
two for private profit. 

“The situation at Muscle Shoals 
is that the Wilson dam is practical- 
ly complete with about 160,000 
horsepower continuously available, 
including the steam plant. Through

Finally they com- 
promised on 30 years in the peni- 
tentiary, and at #°40 p. m. took 
into Judge LandwenNnr's court a ver- 
dict of guilty of second degree 


murder. 

Rose heard the verdict without 
evident’ emotion. But when a 
Deputy Sheriff walkea towards 


him to conduct him to hie cell, he 
turned suddenly to Miss Walters’ 
widowed mother, Mrs. Anna Wal- 
ters, and shouted: 

“I hope you're satisfied. 
my duty.” 

Damaging Testimony. 

Rose, who is 24 years old, fought 
in vain against a mass of testi- 
mony during two days of trial. 
After Miss Coral Lyman, of 4438 
McPherson avenue, had _ testified 
that he stabbed Miss Walters as 
phe sat on his lap in a ¢erowded 

Ford coupe, after a petty quarrel 
in a county roadhouse, and four 
’ police officers told of taking his 
confession, the defendant took the 
stand to make a defiant denial and 
* insist his memory had failed him 
utterly as to the circumstances 
surrounding the murder. 

In instructions, Judge Landwehr 
empowered the jury to choose be- 
tween conviction for first or second 
degree murder, with from 10 years 
to life in prison, death or acquittal. 
Hie told them it was immatesria] 
whether the defendant was intoxi- 
cated or sober when the crime was 
committed. Circuit Attorney Side- 
ner, in argument, demanded the 

_ death penalty. 

Mrs. Walters sat through the 
long sessions watching with keen 
interest as the evidence piled up 
against Kose. She wept frequent- 
ly, and occasionally sebbed on the 
shoulder of a friend. The defend- 
ant’s widowed mother, Mrs. Anna 
Rose, 73, also was in court, but 
when arguments began yesterday 
she was taken to the corridor by 
~ friends, where she waited until the 
verdict was returned.

. been engaged to Rose and asserted

Tells of Return Home. 
. She told how he came to her

FRISCO NEGOTIATING 
FOR M-K-T RAILROAD 


Matter to Be Taken Up at 
Special Board Meeting, 
Wall Street Hears.

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—The Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the _ St. 
Louis-San Francisco Railroad, 
which has been meeting in’ spe- 
cial session for the last two days, 
is negotating for control of the 
Missouri-Kansas-Texas Railroad, 
it was reported in Wall street to- 
day. 

Beyond stating that a special 
meeting of Frisco directors has 
been. called for tomorrow, Chatr- 
man KE. N. Brown of the Frisco 
Railroad, has declined all informa- 
tion as to the negotiations now un- 
der way. 

A large interest in the ‘‘Katy” 
was acquired by the Kansae City 
Southern some time ago as part of 
a plan of lL. F. Loree for a gigantic 
merger of Southwestern roads. The 
entrance of the Kansas City South- 
ern into the ‘‘Katy’’ was opposed 
at the time by Speyer & Co. and 
J. and W. Seligman & Co., bankers. 
who reorganized the “Katy’’ Rail- 
road and are also bankers for the 
St. Louis-San Francisco. 

Wall street, therefore, now iIn- 
terprets the negotiations in prog- 
ress as a struggle for the control 
of the “Katy” between the Kan- 
sas City Southern and the Frsco 

The tentative plan of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission for 
the consolidation of the railroads 
of the country, made public on 
Aug. 3, 1921, grouped the Frisco, 
the St. Louis-Southwestern, the 
Chicago & Alton and the ‘‘Katy” 
into one system.

Hearings on Bill for Consolidation 
of Railroads Opens, 
By the Associate! Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Hear- 
ings on the Cummins bill for the 
consolidation of the nation’s rail- 
roads into a limited number of 
great competitive systems were 
opened today before the Senate In- 
terstate Commerce Committee. 
Senator Cummins (Rep.), Iowa, 
declared the railroads could not 
be operated under private owner- 
ship with rates as low as ought to 
prevail without comprehensive con- 
solidation. Such consolidation, he 
said,* would result in tremendous 
economies. The measure would 
give the railroads three vears in 
which to take voluntary steps to 
consolidate, and the § Interstate 
Commerce Commission after that 
period would be authorized to com 
plete the consolidations necessary 
Cummins declared that under 
existing conditions 65,000 or 70.000 
miles of railroad soon will have 
to be discontinued. TO prevent 
this and guarantee proper develop- 
ment, he said, there must either 
be consolidation or Government op- 
eration. The latter he opposed as 
likely to lead to “a calamity.”

| Parker spoke of the increasing 
‘number of laws and of the conse-

everything in its power to enforces 


‘these laws,’ he said, “but jurors 
‘often are afraid to fix the punish- 
ment which law-breakers should 
lreceive. I hope that none of the 
/menibers of this organization will 
allow sentiment to sway them from 
exercising what they believe to be 
their moral duty.” 

“The Prosecuting Attorney's of- 
fice is swamped with more work 
than it can handle,” said Schweitz- 
er. The biggest problem before 
thim and his assistants, he said, is 
to weed out cases which do not 
properly come under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Prosecuting Attorney— 
cases with the Police Courts, 
probation officers, welfare assocta- 
tions and Courts of Domestic Re- 
lations are empowered to handle.

serted. “The work is continually 
increasing, without any increase 
| in the staff to dispose of it.”

CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—For vyvears 
astronomers have speculated 


whether various nebulous forma- 
tions in the heavens belonged to 
‘this universe or were “island” uni- 
verses of their own, vast distances 


away. 

Some of the white patches were 
‘known to be true nebulae composed 
of luminous gases, were star 
‘clusters that dissolved before the 


or 


‘telescope. But others were puz- 
ziing, no telescope being strong’ 


enough to separate them into their 
component parts. astrono- 
mers suggested that they were unl- 
verses of suns so far away that 
they appeared as one mass. 

Evidence that another universe 
really exists is offered by Dr. Ed- 

win Hubble, in a study published 
eenday by the University of Chicago 
in the Astro-Physical Journal. 

Ir. Hubble describes this uni- 
verse as containing bright and dim 
stars and nebulae in a heavens like 
'our own, and offers photographs 
‘and definite measurements of the 
mass of celestial bodies’ that 
compose it. 

He found that this external gal- 
axy, similar in many ways to our 
own, although entirely outside of 
‘the earth's galactic system, is 700,- 
(000 light years away, or 66,609,- 
872.000.000.000 miles. Aceording to 
‘his computation it is 4000 Hght 
years across. 

The galaxy'’s general appearance 
was described as like that of the 
' Magellanic Clouds, a mass of nebu- 
lae like the Milky Way in the skies 
(of the Southern Hemisphere. 

“The present investigation iden- 
tifies N. G. C. 6822 (the numerical 
classification of the galaxy) 48 an 
isolated system of stars and nebu- 
lane of the same type as Ale Ma- 
gellanie Clouds, although 
what smaller and much more 
tant.’ said Dr. Hubble.
